Claims 1, 10: 

a laser diode and a photo diode for monitoring the optical signals, having a stem with 
long-through-hole shape parallel to the diametric direction of the stem, where a heat sink block 
adjacent to the first through hole, and a sub-mount having a circuit pattern and mounted with 
laser diode and photodiode attached to one end of the heat sink block where plurality of leads in 
the first through-hole sealed with glass material. 



a laser diode and a photo diode for monitoring the optical signals comprising a stem 
having a first through-hole formed in a long-hole shape and a pair of second through-holes

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formed on the stem, where a radio-frequency lead comprises a radio-frequency signal led and a ' 
pair of ground leads is provided in the first through-hole while the other plurality of leads 
provided in the second through-holes constitute a DC bias lead and lead for a photo diode.
